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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 
1 The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 4, the limitation "the second input", line 4, lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

4. Claims 1-3 and 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by the Abe 

reference (U.S. Patent 5,969,558). 

Abe discloses in figure 1 an apparatus comprising a first terminal (output of OSC circuit 
B) to receive a first clock input signal CK2; a second terminal (output of OSC circuit A) to 
receive a second clock input signal CK1; and a detector (4), coupled to the second terminal to 
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receive the second clock signal, for outputting a clock mode signal (5) as a function of a voltage 
potential of the second clock signal as required by claim. 

As to claims 1-3 and 5-8, they are rejected for reciting method/step derived from the 
apparatus described in claim noted above. It is noted that CLK1 and CLK4 are different as noted 
in col. 2, lines 46-55. Further, mode signal 5 determines whether CLK1 or CLK2 is outputted at 
system clock 6. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 10-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.- 

6. Claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 

U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record fails to disclose an apparatus comprising elements being configured as recited 
in claims. Specifically, none of the prior art teaches a second input connected to ground when a 
first input receives a single-ended clock signal as recited in claim 4; and a structure of a first 
circuit and a second circuit as recited in claim 10.
